Important news for highway shippers and carriers is the growing movement to weld 
America’s seven regional shipper-motor freight carrier conferences into a national asso- 
ciation. 

Warmly endorsed by the trucking industry and traffic-transportation executives every- 
where, the establishment of such an organization may well prove to be one of the 
most important developments in motor freight in recent years. Why? Because it would 
coordinate and promote the activities of regional conferences on a national scale and 
encourage the formation of additional regional conferences where they are needed. 

Equally important, it would provide a forum for the exchange of ideas — again 
on a national basis — regarding anv matter of mutual concern or interest to both high- 
way shipper and carrier. 

\ plan for the creation of a National Association of Shipper-Motor Carrier Con- 
ferences was drawn up late last September, by representatives of six of the seven re- 
gional conferences 

Hard on the heels of this development was the acceptance by the Middlewest Shipper- 
Motor Carrier Conference recently of the tentative rules that would govern the na- 
tional body — thus making the Middlewest Conference the first member of the proposed 
new organization. 

Shipping Management-National Hi-Way Shipper firmly believes that the creation of 
a national conference is in the best interests of the shipper and trucking industry. We 
strongly urge the leadership of the six other regional conferences to consider the 
advantages of a national organization and to hop on the bandwagon in the wake of 
the Middlewest Shipper-Motor Carrier Conterence. 

The result can only be of enormous benefit to America’s growing army of motor freight 
shippers and the carriers hauling their goods.

R. R 
Smith, newly-elected chairman of the 
Regular Common Carrier Conference 
urged all common carriers to unite 
with “all elements of the trucking 
industry to educate the elective off- 
cials of this Administration in Wash- 
ington, so that they will know the 
true value of the motor carriers to 
the nation.” 

Mr. Smith pointed out that trans- 
port studies now being conducted by 
various agencies of the Federal gov- 
ernment—if resulting in Federal legis- 
lation to further change the regula 
tory picture—would have a_ serious 
and immediate effect on the motor 
freight industry 

Turning to another matter of great 
importance, the ATA formally en 
dorsed the use of existing toll roads 
by trucks “where favorable economic 
conditions exist.” The resolution, how 
ever, does not alter a long-standing 
ATA policy favoring toll-free roads 
and opposing the princ iple of toll road 
financing except “unde exceptional 
circumstances.” 

ATA delegates also heard H. E 
Qualls, director of the ICC’s Bureau 
of Motor Carriers, warn that the 
“maintenance of a sound for-hire mo- 
tor carrier transportation system is 
threatened by illegal operators, work-

Delivery time represents still an- 
other area of transport progress. 
Yesterday's TM was used to lengthy 
delivery times to distant points. He 
became accustomed to them and just 
a little complacent. 

Today’s TM, on the other hand, 
sees a continuing effort on the part 
of carriers to reduce delivery times. 
Because of this, carriers are driving 
hard to apply automation to their 
handling setups, so that they, too, 
may be in a competitive service posi- 
tion. 


It is also obvious to traffic man- 
agers that, while these new services 
and facilities are being made opera- 
tional, there is, as yet, no firm basis 
for establishing really accurate rates. 
Thus, a TM should now work to- 
gether with his carriers, in establish- 
ing the carriers’ actual operating cost, 
as well as the shippers operating cost. 
This is the only way to arrive at 
equitable rates. 

In effect, this means that the TM 
is currently in on the ground floor of 
a new rate making process and is in 
a position to effect greater economies 
for his firm.

The ICC recently held that furnish- 
ing equipment around-the-clock, hav- 
ing employees work as an_ integral 
part of the shippers plant operation, 
and providing service at a variety of 
times when it is not ordinarily avail- 
able from common carriers justified 
the issuance of a contract-carrie per- 
mit, despite the fact that certain com- 
mon carriers maintained that then 
service Was adequate 

The Commission stated that, al 
though some. traffic will be diverted 
from the existing carriers applicant. 
improvements in service will result in 
benefits to the supporting shipper and 
its customers which far outweigh an 
ill-effects to protesting carriers 

The Commission noted further that 
granting of the permit would enable 
the applicant to retain present intra 
state traffic which a denial could je Op

labor legislation 


The recent amendment to the La- 
bor-Management Relations Act which 
was signed by the President in Sep- 
tember adds Section which 
should be of considerable interest to 
the trucking industry 

This section makes it unfair 
labor practice for unions and em- 
ployers to enter into so-called “hot 
cargo” agreements. These agreements 
are rendered void by the new Act 
whether they were executed before on 
after the amendment became. effec 
tive 

An agreement in which an employ- 
er “ceases or refrains or agrees to 
cease or refrain from handling, using, 
selling, transporting or dealing in any 
of the products of any other employ- 
er, or to cease doing business with 
any other person” is rendered illegal 
by the amendment. 

Section 8 (e) does not apply to 
unions and employers in the construc- 
tion industry or to certain activities 
in the garment industry. 
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Navajo at Lines has purchased the 
El Paso- Valley Truck EPPVTL's 
operating area: from Roswell (N.M.) to El 
Paso.

How do traffic gripe aris feel about high- 
way versus rail shipping? One outspoken 
™, A. P. Davis, Jr., te traffic man- 
ager of the Carnation Company, recently 
staggered an American Association of Rail- 
road Superintendents convention by patting 
America's trucking industry on the back 
and taking a slap at rail carriers. 

Declared Mr. Davis: "We like highway 
Shipping. And as far as the railroads are 
concerned, much of their financial grief 
is their own fault because of poor perfor- 
mance. 

"Damage to our merchandise by rail car- 
riers has been nothing short of astounding. 
Our loss and damage bill last year amounted 
to $567,097 — an increase of 10% over the 
previous year. Carnation spends about 
$18 million annually on transportation. 
The real importance of this figure, and 
what I call an indictment against the rail- 
roads, is that 99% of the money recovered 
in 1958 represented damage and 98% of the 
total dollar volume of our claims was 
against the railroads. _ 


"In comparison, our truck hipments are 
practically damage-free." ir. Davis em- 


phasized.

@ A high-ranking department store traffic employee 
in New York City was caught a while ago accept 
ing a $500 “gift” from a conveyor company from 
whom his firm (with his active encouragement) 
had just purchased an extremely expénsive han- 
dling system. 


@ Associated with his concern for nearly 11 years, 
a key aide to the TM of one of Los Angeles’ top 
wholesale grocery outfits was fired a short time 
ago for accepting kickbacks from five different 
vendors over the past 18 months. His estimated 
take: $650.
